NATIONAL IRRI6ATION.

J. BOWLBY, editor of the Crete (Neb.) Dem- 


• ocrat, presented a paper on irrigation before 


the Nebraska Press Association at its last session. 
Mr. Bowlby presents views which aie now being 
discussed by the bureau of forestry. 
His icteas ap- 


pear to be practicable if cained out with the assid- 
uity with which the western farmer cultivates his 
land. It has long been contended by scientists 
that the grouth of trees in the vicinity of large 
bodie^ of water promote rainfall by enabling the 
power of precipitation to be retained, and the 
bureau of forestry is no,v investigating conditions 
which exist throughout the countiy to find the 
most favorable that exist for the planting of trees 
with which to inculcate and sustain moisture, with 
the object which Mr. Ikmlby has in view. 


Mr. Bowlby's plan would be most practicable 


under the government storage reservoir system, as 
the reservoirs would not only act as huge settling 
basins and evaporation pools, thus decreasing the 
alkali tendency, but would lurnish the water for 
numberless smaller pools in various portions of the 
country, as Mr. Bowlby proposes. 
ImgJtion con- 


ducted under the storage reservoir system would 
thus serve two purposes, furnishing water for irri- 
gation and for the upbuilding of forests which 
would themselves, after attaining normal growth, 
sustain and retain the moisture arising from reser- 
voirs and the smaller pools. 


The west should bj all means press for legis- 


lation looking towards the construction of storage 
reservoir!), while it might reasonably and without 
doubt profitably begin work tor itself on the line 
proposed by Mr. Bo«vlby. 


Action by State legislation in the semi-arid 


States would encourage the forestry bureau to urge 
the tree planting method, and its investigations and 
reports would necessarily make more prominent the 
general irrigation plan, and furnish substantial aid 
in it» promotion. Communication with the bureau 
by State officials would also be advisable for the 
same reason, as was suggested some time ago by 
The Journal in an article upon a report of the 
bureau, which invited communication with the 
authorities of States inteiested in forestry and irri- 
gation.

S THF question involved in the ste?l workers 


strike is not ol hour* or wages, but of non-in- 


terference with the labor union there seems to be 
no possibility of a compromise, or any other alterna- 
tive, except that of testing \vhich side can hold out 
the longest, 'that would have been about the only 
matter that the arbitration committee \vould have 
been called upon to decide, had the trust consented 
to abide by the decision of such a tribunal as was 
proposed by the strikers. There could have been 
no half way measure adopted, aud either the trust 
or the strikers would have gained their entire ob- 
ject. That the trusts had not the consciousness ot" 
justice on their side was indicated by their refusal 
to accept the proposal of the strikers. The onlj 
othei question that could possibly have been con- 
sidered by the urbitors was the matter of abrogation 
of contracts by individual members of tbe unions. 
But the decision on the main question would have 
settled the minor one, so the entire matter for con- 
sideration was whether or not the trusts were jus- 
tified in their avowed determination to destroy the 
union-, or so limit their power that tbeir continued 
organisation would have been useless for the pur- 
poses for which they were created. 


It is now strictly a question of endurance and a 


complete victory will be achieved by the side which 
holds out the longest. Tht strike is the longest and 
most important that was ever instituted in the coun- 
try. 
It has been conducted systematically, and 


peacefully and without any of the lawless methods 
which in some instances heretofore has alienated 
the sympathy of friends of labor and also advocates 
of law and order. Tins has been its strongest hold, 
and without it, it would have been suppressed by 
military force in less than a month after its inaug- 
uration.

an iniquitous system and -one of 
the' questions demahding action at 
the hands of the American people. 
The courts are the servants of the 
people, and ,fpr a court to rule by 
injunction is for a court to dis- 
pense with a jury and to condemn 
a man for violating the law that 
the court Itself made. : Under'the 
process of government; by injqnc- 
tion the court constitutes itself 
the power to make the.laws, exe- 
cute them and pass judgment on 
the offender. The whole thin£ is 
wrong; Under the system a ntora* 
bef of employers can organize 
'themselves, go into court and get 
an order prohibiting otbers-ifiom 
organizing for the same purpose. 
They.can get an order prohibiting 
Workingmen to refrain from work- 
ing;- .The employers can organize 
to crush labor, but others are for- 
bidden to organize. I am opposed 
to government by; injunction, not 
that it is directed' especially 
against the laboring mart, but that 
it does away with Jtrialby jury.
